"Slim" Sllllgo, held the position 
of general manager for th 

tf'onsSTIdatCd Lumber compan 
fin Wllmlngton until he joine 
Jones In the new firm 
* Previous to that office, Silllg 
was with the Charles Nelso 
company, lumber and shlppin 

.firm In San Francisco, for 
years, and he has been In th 
lumber business since he 
a boy. He expects to move her 
with Mrs. Silllgo from his horn 
in Wllmlngton as soon as a sui 
able home location can b 
found.

Yard Being Renovated
"When we decided to cnte 

the lumber business we mad 
a close study of some 35 bulk 
Ing supply yards in Souther 
California," Jones, who former 
)y was connected with the Con 
Bolidatcd Lumber company here 
said this week.

'The Torrance district gav 
every indication of surpassin 
all the others for potential bus 
ness, short shipping radlu 
proximity to wholesale outlet 
and general development. Aft 
our survey was completed, I 
did not take long to find ou 
that the Torrance location out 
weighed all others In every fa 
tor we believe essential to built
ing supply service and continued 
expansion."

As president of the Torrance 
Rotary club, Jones is continuing 
pis civic Interest in the cit; 
which claimed his Interests 
In 1917. Six months later 
entered the Army and when dls 
charged at the conclusion of his 
 [ ear and a half service, he re 
turned to continue his worl 

.here. Thus, Charlie Jpnes has 
"seen Torrance grow and expand 
and has furnished a good per 
centage of the building mater 
lals which have made the city 
the community of homes and 
Industries it is today.

A terrific explosion of a 200- 
barrel capacity dehydrator on 
the Garrison No. 1 lease of the 
Allied Petroleum Corp., In.

A co-worker, Chester Fisher, 
of Costa Mesa, was steadying 
the, ladder while Mr. Hinds 
welded straps on the top of the 
dehydrator but he escaped with 
only a cut chin. Mr. Hinds was 
employed by the Irwln Welding 
Works of Long Beach. The 
blast broke off heavy pipe fit­ 
tings and the roar was heard 
over a large area. Only portions 
of the victim's body were found.

An investigation disclosed 
that the dehydrator had been 
emptied and steam run thru it 
before Hinds began the repair 
work, using an electric torch on 
the welding job. The resulting 
explosion Indicated that a pocket 
of gas still was in the top por­ 
tion of the dehydrator and was 
Ignited by the heat from the 
torch.

Mr. Hinds' parents arrived 
today from Colorado to attend 
the funeral services which will 
be held tomorrow morning at 
9 o'clock at Long Beach.

FUNDS SAID 
EXHAUSTED
Ludlow Details the Costs of

Staging Attractions;
Grant Doubled

A letter from Scott Ludlow, 
representative for the Torrance 
symphony orchestra, to the city 
council last Thursday afternoon 
urging a more generous alloca. 
tlon of funds for the next con­ 
cert, caused the municipal board 
to raise its contribution from 
$76 to $160. At. the same time, 
it was indicated that this ap­ 
propriation may be the last for 
the current fiscal year in behalf 
of the symphony.

The city's grant will pay 
nearly all costs of one concert, 
Ludlow In his letter pointing 
out that the average expense is 
^abouUlgO^_Clty Clerk 
Bartlctt told the council fhaT 
only $139 .remained in the fund 
for such enterprises but on 
Councilman William H. Tplson's 
motion this was exceeded by $11

Ludlow's letter, in part, fol 
lows: "We understand that a 
sum of $75 for the concert has 
been set aside for the sym 
phonic orchestra concerts and 
because of insufficient informa 
tion being given you, this sum 
was thought to be adequate to 
take care of each concert.

"However, the committee -has 
spent out of its own funds about 
$225 to defray the costs of the 
last two concerts. The first one 

entirely financed out of 
these funds which amounted to 
about $150. Then the city fur­ 
nished $100 for the last concert, 
$25 of which was Used for ad­ 
vertising In the newspaper and 
handbills and so forth. The need­ 
ed additional funds to put over 
this concert was furnished by
the ommlttce out of funds
rom Its membership. This fund 
has now been exhausted."
